The 
rellow lights showed the steel rails ahead 
;leammg out, while the trees aud shrub- 
>ary along the side of the track glistened 
with 
moisture.

cars and accumulated in little drifts m 
the shallow places about the car steps 
and on the platforms.

e\ery means possible were used to both 
swell the assets of the bank and to dimin- 
ish its liabilities 
There was no regular 


method adopted, but at one time some 
means were resorted to, lit other times 
some othiu plan suggested itse'.f. I can. 
therefore, only tell you in a general way 
of the vanou= things done to deceive you, 
without specifying any particular time in 
which the particular 
falsification was 


made. 
They Got Things Ueady for Dreiv, 


"First, as to the individual ledgers. 


The=e came within tho scope of my own 
knowledge, and are facts with which I am 
personally acquainted. As to the other 
departments my knowledge comes from 
what I have seen and heard, anil, there- 
fore, I am about to draw pretty strong in 
ferencea. The individual ledgers were al 
tered at least twice e%-ery year—about the 
time you were looked for. This was done 
by me since 1880, and the methods pur 
sued were various 
Sometimes whole 


pages were abstiacted. Mostly false bal 
ances were made by altering the penci 
figures. Large balances were decreased 
and overdrafts wiped out. 


Required Frequent Alterations. 


"Sometimes false credits were posted t1 


an overdrawn account, so that your atten 
tion would not be drawn to the ledgei 
more minutely by an overdrawn account 
when you might possibly see something 
else to excite your suspicion 
Sometime, 


false cheeks were posted to au account hav 
ing a large balance, HO as to reduced lia 
bi!itie«. Thi.«, you can readily see, re 
quired alterations and re-alterations to i 
tery large exic-nt, because if a check ha; 
been posted falsely to an account and then 
that party drew on the account in tho reg 
ular course of business you will see tha 
it necessitated a rearrangement of his ac 
count and a corresponding change in soini 
other account.

The fire company that was organ- 
ized here was in excellent condition, every 
man being fully equipped In suits and 
everything necessary to fight fire. At the 
time of disbandmeut there was something 
ovrr SflS in the treasury, and tbis money 
still lies to their credit, although the fire 
company has been disbanded over two 
years. The fire company's suits lie in the 
city hall.
